Only
a very few wilill ever go to college or
follow professional callings: DModern
educators are en onvoring to m‘_oi’mre
the child for his* actual business In
life, and’ not for an Imaginary occu-
pation.

Dr. Chandler, head. of the Richmond
school system, emphasized this ten-
dency by some startling Agures be-
fore the Equal Suffrage League of
Richmond, HMe declarad that 7,500 of
the 19,000 children {n Richmond schools
come from homes where tlv‘.* income is
less than $25 per weelk. It is clear
that few of these childvren will go Lo
college.  Only o small number will
finish the high school courses. For the
majority, the grammar school wlll
coinplete their formal education.
Therefore. the schools should fit them
for their life work.

There are 6,000 persons dependent on
the printing trades in Richmond; yet
no formal training is ‘given in the
technical business of printing. Other
trades are slmilarly handleapped. The
vast increase in mechanieal devices
each day calls for more expert work-
men in these lines. As civillzatlon gels
to depend more on the machine, we
must prepare a coming generation for
such service. The ability to read, write
and clpher is not sufficient. AMere phy-
sical strength cannot cope with mod-
ern Industrial methods. For example,
the teamster is slowly belng replaced
by the chauffeur, for trucking and for
pleasure vehicles. Why not glve the
young man of ability such instruction
in mechanice, gas engines and trac-
tion devices as will enable him to fill
a place in this new fielad?

Neliglons Freedom in Virginla,

To the Editor of The Times-Dispateh

8ir,—1I read with Interest the létter
af Mr, Daughtry In your Sunday lasue
commenting on Mr, MeDaniel's sermon
on religious freedom, 1 do not think
elther of Lhe gentlemen exactly right
in their representations. So far as the
different sects of Christians have been
concerned, freedom of religlon down
to the Virginia Declaratlon of Rights,
In 1776, never contemplated anybody
but Christlans. Roger Wllllams and
his compatriots In Rhode Island talked
sometimes as if they meant everybody,
but the writlén charter granted by
King Charles 11, to him and others at
thelr request, In 16631, savs that the
of religlon granted was ‘o
preserve unto them that libérty In the
true Christian falth and worship of
God."

Similarly the Maryland act of 1649
to which Mr, Daughliry refers express-
ly Mmits the freedom spoken of to
those only *“professing to belleve |n
Jesus Chrlst.,” There was no incluslon
of Unitarians, Jews, Mohammedians or
Buddhlsts, HHluman nature appears 1o be
very much the 'same, no matter whiat
the creed. It s the old difference he-
tween the outs and the Ins. TIn
carly ages of the Christlan Church,
when the bishop of Rome was not rec-
ognlzed as the head of the church, the
doctrine of freedom In rellglous mat-
ters  was generally recognized. But
when the blshop hecame Pope, the
Christian Church® held the view that
ha was the only Infalllhle interpreter
of the Seriptures. Against this doc-
trine Luther led a revolt denominated
Protestantism, which revived the doe-
trina of private judgment. Neverthe-
less, when the Refdrmed churches came

1o adopt articles and eanons of thelr
own, they generally mugnrdmi their
fundamental doetrlnes and afMrming

infallibility In themselves., enlisted the
civil power In support of their opin-
fons. This was always the case when
the particular sect or church was pow-
erful and numerous. The exception in
the case of the Baptists in Rhode Island
and the Catholies in Maryvland was
mearely-dus to environment. Both were
gurrounded wlth enemlies, and Roger
Willlams and Lord Baltimore were too
weak and defenseless U0 sel up as in-
fallible like the Popéd, Lhe theocratls of
Masgachusetts, or the Church of Eng-
land In Virginia. It was not until the
American Revolution that the Baptists
hegan to have power In Virginia, but
at that time the spread of free politi-
cal jdeas had permeated all soclety.
The Baptlsts belng the “outs” were
certainly the most zeglous In 1776 In
petitioning for religlous freedom, but
it should not be forgotten that Mason,
who wrots the Declaration of Rights,
and tha large majority of the conven-
tion which adopted it were Episcopal-
fans. T prefer to regard the declarn-
tion of religlous freeddm as thg worlk
of all our people rather than the work
of one denomination, . ;
